The 
Sbanznai paper says ths rerort has 
been received from the Gartar gener- 
al in Manchuria at Pekin, in which he 
saye that P.ossian soldiers are being 
diszuised as Chipese peasants in that 
province. This official also states that 
Russia is levying Chinese regiments, a 
brigade of five regiments having been 
massed near the Yalu. The officers, 
who pre Russians, are dressed exactly 
like the Chinese. The reports add thai 
50,000 ,_Russianized Chinese troops are 
to be pressed within three years.

blame the trees and not themselves, 
and deny ths truth of the axiom, that 
to have large crees plame small ones 

The only enemy we have to contend 
with requiarly is che tented: caterpil- 
lar. but ‘by a little labor in the fall 
in looking for their eggs and keeping 
a waich for their nests in the spring, 
they are easily kept down. They are 
always very numerous on the wild 
cherry. wild ross, gooseberry and on 
the Saskaloon or June berry, ill of 
which are in a*undance everywhere 
throuchout the district 

In addition to thaege fruits I have & 
large varisty of ornamental trees and 
shrubs and perennial flowers, ali of 
which do well. The standard annuals 
prosper also
